‘Good Drivers 
Don’t Observe Rules 
Of Safe Driving 


Who causes the majority. of ac- 
cidents — wild, reckless, drunken 
drivers? Not according to Arthur 
Rowan, in charge of the accident 
recording division. of the Ontario 
Depaltent of Highways, who 
explained that. “motorists who 
consider themselves good drivers 
because they have never had an 
accident and assume they never 
will have one, contribute greatly 
to the volume of highway traffic 
accidents.” 

Referring to interviews he had 
had with hundreds of motorists 
involved in accidents, Mr. Rowan 
said that practically all consider- 
ed themselves good drivers. They 
told him their accidents happened 
when they were’ driving in the 
game manner as they had time 
and time again without mishap. 
But investigation proved they 
were not observing the rules of 
safe driving. 

Rather than “carelessness” 
which he said was a_ catch-all 
at Mr, Rowan attributed the 
asic cause of most car accidents 
to inattention, poor judgment, 
and lack of understanding of the 
requirements of safe driving and 
safe walking. 

He thought that one of the 
most important rules for safe 
driving was to anticipate danger 
in time to be prepared for it, For 
instance, it was a safe practise, he 
explainet, to slow down before 
reaching an intersection, by tak- 
ing the foot off the gas and plac- 
ing it in position on the brake 
pedal, This reduced the “re-action 
time” in event of an emergency. 
He also advised adopfing the 
habit of slowing down when 
passing parked cars, as many ac- 
cidents were cause@’ by  pedes- 
trians stepping without warning 
into the path of a moving vehicle. 
Finally, all drivers should know 
thoroughly and should observe at 
all times the traffic rules and 
regulations.

Use And Abuse Of Wealth 


Proverbs 11 :24-27; 16 By 
Ecclesiastes 5:10-11; James 5:1-6

revenaes without right. — Proverbs

On a smaller scale and in a more 
primitive way the Israciites of old 
were confronted with all the prob- 
lems of character and conduct that 
vex and perplex the more highly 
organized nations of today. 

Next to the problem of establish- 
ment of peace are the problems of 
labor—keeping people working un- 
der fair conditions and with good 
living standards; and of wealth—

So many problems in these spheres 
remain unsolved that we are apt to 
fail to .realize the great progress, 
both in. relation to labor and in rela- 
tion to wealth, that has been made 
within the memory of many now 
living. It is not so long since labor 
was regarded as a “commodity” to 
be bought, like any other commodity, 
in the cheapest market, under a com- 
petition. for jobs that in times of 
unemployment was bitterly keen. 
Then came recognition of labor, 
and the demand for a “living wage” 
became so insistent that by now 
reference to a standard of living is 
a stressed factor in wage negotia- 
tions and contracts..

Similar progress bas been made in 
enforcing recognition of the rela- 
tionships and responsibilities of 
wealth. In the days when labor was a 
“commodity,” wealth was largely im- 
mune from governmental control 
and from any sense of responsibility. 
The prevalent conception was that a 
man’s wealth was his own, to do 
with as he pleased. Today we recog- 
nize not only that wealth has social

The corn plant draws its mois- 
ture from a vast fibrous root ays- 
tem which when the _ plant 
weaches maturity is oyer seven 
mikes long if all of them were 
placed end to end; and the roots 
wun six fect below the surface.

“Ideal corn weather” should

corn grown at the university's 
agronomy farm and are applicable

The dictionary defines harmony 
as “concord or agreement in facts, 
opinions, manners, interests, ete.” 
But most of the passages cited from 
the Book of Proverbs have to do 
with the best way of getting on with 
angry and disagreeable pedple. 

In general, the basic advice is that 
if other people are mean toward you, 
don’t be nasty yourself. If a man is 
angry with you, that’s the time to 
cohtrol your own temper. “A* soft 
answer turneth away wrath; but 
grievous words stir up anger.” 
“Make no friendship with an angry 
man; and with a furious man thou 
shalt not go; lest thou learn his 
ways, and get a snare to thy soul.” 
Proverbs “that recall Pal's counsel, 
“As much as licth in you live peace- 
ably with all men.” 

In a similar spirit, the Proverbs 
stress the wisdom of regulating one’s 
own life with good sense, and not 
according to what others are doing. 
Peace of mind is of the very essence 
of inward harmony. 


The passages cited in our lesson 
deal chiefly with wisdom in personal 
attitudes and relationships, but it is 
obyous that our world today pre- 
sents great problems of harmonious 
living between groups, races, peoples 
and nations. 


In our personal lives we can do 
much to avoid people who don’t like — 
us, but in the larger social and in- ° 
ternational relationships we are con- 
fronted with conditiéns and sitations 
that we have to take as they are: 
situations involving sharp differences 
if not conflicts, Yet unless we can 
achieve some measure of mutual good 
will, tolerance, and forbearance, 
dark tragedy looms again upon the 
nations. : 

The proverbs and counsels that 
make for wisdom and harmonious 
living in individual life ought to be 
watchwords in the affairs of the 
nation. 


Discussing his epitaph, Sir John 
Strange said, “I want no fuss, noth- 
ing fancy. I simply want these words 
on my stone: ‘Here lies a lawyer 
who always spoke the truth’.”

Have you a much-worn chair 
that needs ‘repairing on the seat 
and arms like ours did? 

Our barrel chair was covered 
in a striped fabric. Rather than 
pay for the reupholstering of the 
entire chair, when only the seat 
was badly worn, it occured to 
ws to remove the material, which 
was the same stripe and was in 
good condition, from the outer back 
of the chair. From this piece we sal- 
waged just enough material to make 
a new cover for the seat and arms. 
Although the fabric from the back 
was faded a soméwhat different 
shade, it quickly blended in with the 
rest through use and by shampoo- 
ing the entire chair. 

A plain, neutral piece of material, 
which was found on a remnant 
table, was then placed around the 
back of the chair. The whole pro- 
ject cost but a fraction of what 
one would pay to reupholster or 
even slipcover the entire chair.

Availakle to Animals 
Penicillin Sulfa 


Even animals will benefit from the 
healing influences of penicillin and 


the sulfa drugs, says the Ottawa 
Journal. 
Under tc new regulations, a 


druggist may sell sulfas ér penicillin 


for vetererinary use to any live- 
stock owner without prescription, 
Health Minister Paul .Martin an- 


nounced. The amended regulations 
include the salts of penicillin and the 
salts and derivatives of the sulpho- 
namides for veterinary use. 

Druggists may now sell the drugs 
to any bona fide livestock owner who 
is known to him, or, to whom he has 
been introduced BY someone known 
to both the owner and the druggist. 
The druggist must keep a record of 
each sale, the name, address and sig- 
nature of the owner, and the name 
and quantity of the drug sold. 

Particular; of sales and of cus- 
tomers are to be kept in the same 
manner as poison sales are handled. 
As an added precaution, packages of 
the drugs intended for veterinary 
use must be distinctively overprinted. 
Ordinary packages of penicillin and 
sulfas must not be sold for veterin- 
ary purposes.

Ken uho Think of Gomi 


Putting. away the garden produce 


for winter use requires considerable 


effort but keeping these vegetables 
in good condition is relatively easy, 
i few simple rules are carefully 
followed.» 

Change in storage arrangement 
within the available space will 
make a great difference in the life 
and nutritive values of vegetables. 

Temperature is important. Po- 
tatoes, if chilled below 35 deg. F., 
will-be sweet and waxy when cook- 
ed but will sprout and wilt if kept 
above 41 deg. F., therefore they 
must be stored at between 36 deg. 
F., and 40 deg. F. Other root vege- 
tables such as beets, carrots, turn- 
ips and salsify, keep well if pack- 
ed in sand and at temperatures 
between 33 deg. F., and 38 deg. F. 

Tomatoes picked when almost 


+mature, yet green will keep for 


some time if they are free from 
insect injury or skin punctures 
and if they have not been touched 
by frost. 

Hard and heavy heads of cabbage 
are in prime condition for storage. 
Left in the field too long the heads 
will burst and become’ too «crisp 
or brittle, while heads cut when 
soft or immature will wilt badly. 

Before placing in storage, outside 
leaves should be stripped ‘off, as 
these interfere with ventilation 
which is one of the most important 
essentials in the storage of cab- 
bage. 

Cabbage heads should be well 
cooled before placing in storage. 

One method of storing cabbage 
is to bring the heads into the store- 
room with roots attached, and place 
these roots in moist sand on the 
floor with heads in an upright posi- 
tion as closely together as pos- 
sible. , 

Another method is te cut the 
heads from the roots, leaving about 
two inches of shank attached, and 
place these trimmed heads on the 
side shelves of the storage with 
two tiers on each shelf. 

A third method is to pile trim- 
med cabbage heads on the cellar 
floor in the form of a long pyra- 
midical heap with a six or eight 
head base, and stack to one head 
at the top, extending pile to length 
desired.
